But When we Get 
Through—Then 
What? 


You can’t hold some people 
down. They are determined to, 
do something, and will do some- 
thing no matter how strong 
may be the oppositions. Drop 
them down in the midst of a 
community of unbelievers and 
it is only a matter of time until 
the unbelievers will be trans- 
formed into believers, and soon 
will follow a thriving Sunday 
school and a prayer meeting, 
and the next thing will be a call 
for a preacher, and a revival 
will start, and end in the organi- 
zation of a church with a good- 
ly number of members. Then 
will commence the activities in 
the church. 

The activities among the 
churches vary in kind and man- 
ner of operation according to 
the conditions and disposition 
of the people. One church 
has a small Sunday school 
in the afternoon and preach- 
ing service immediately fol- 
lowing with few in attend- 
ance, and no services on Sun- 
day night. They have a reg- 
ular stated time for their mid- 
week prayer meeting, but quite 
often there is not a member 
there and the outsiders that 
come talk a little while and dis- 
appear in the darkness. And 
the membership of that church 
seem perfectly contented with 
that program week after week 
for months and sometimes 
years. 

In a certain community is a 
good house for worship and ap- 
parently just as good a chance 
for a flourishing Sunday school 
as any other place. But there 
is no Sunday school. The chil- 
dren are growing up with no 
Sunday school training. They 
have services once a month if 
the preacher comes, but if for 
any reason he is kept away 
there is not a sign of a meeting 
for worship for two long 
months. And the amazing thing 
about this manner of going is 
that the people are contented 
and seem to love to have it so. 
About all the time they care to 
go to the house for worship is 
when some one in the neighbor- 
hood dies and of course they 
usually all turn out to the fun- 
eral. And the services, when 
the pastor does happen to come, 
are gloomy and cold. The peo- 
ple have no fire and the pastor 
is not fiery enough to set fire 
to the others. 

Did you ever take a look in- 
to a neighborhood like this? 
The people have worked hard 
all the week and on Sunday 
morning they want to take an 
extra two or three hours rest. 
But they finally come moping 
out to breakfast about eight 
thirty or nine o’clock. Six days 
in the week shows a good type 
of activities, but when Sunday 
comes the whole community is 
lifeless—nothing doing, except 
a few children playing around 
with uncombed hair and dirty 
faces. 

But where is the preacher? 
Where is the father? Where is 
the mother of those children? 
Who is responsible for this state 
of affairs? Is there not a man 
or woman in that community 
that is wide enough awake to 
sound the alarm and save the 
people from such a low stand- 








ard of living on Sunday? I 


once knew a family like this de- 
scription. But one Sunday 
morning two home missionaries 
walked into this home. The 
family had just gotten breakfast 
over and were lazily sitting 
around the fire. The mission- 
aries extended a kind and ur- 
gent invitation to the family to 
attend Sunday school over the 
way which was to open at 9:45 
that day. They all refused but 
the youngest child, a boy of 
about fifteen summers. He was 
willing to go, but his hair was 
long and it made him feel shag- 
gy and ashamed. One of the 
visitors volunteered to cut his 
hair if he would go. The chal- 
lenge was accepted and there 
was some shuffling around, 
hunting up a comb, and a pair 
of scissors. These found and 
the work began. It was not a 
barber job, but it passed all 
right. Time came to start and 
you can imagine that boy walk- 
ing off with those missionaries 
to Sunday school. 

Without going over the story 
at length suffice it to say 
that morning’s experience 
awakened something in that 
boy’s mind that had hitherto 
never been touched. That hur- 
ried Sunday morning hair cut, 
that walk to the old fashioned 
meeting house and the balance, 
whatever it was, that day 
proved to be an epoch in that 
boy’s life that is indescribable. 

I do not think the boy went 
back the next Sunday because 
there was nothing attractive 
about the Sunday school. The 
superintendent was indifferent, 
the teachers had nothing catch- 
y prepared, and thus when 
the boy was induced to go one 
Sunday there was nothing to 
draw him back the next Sun- 
day and nothing to hold him. 
The only thing they did was to 
go over the lesson in a kind of 
a dry way, and the boy scarcely 
knew they were using the Bi- 
ble as a text-book. And of 
course he was almost as igno- 
rant of the Bible and what it 
was for as the dark men of 
Africa were a few years ago. 

I have thought, oh, if there 
could have been some attrac- 
tions, some activities outside or 
in connection with the dry les- 
son that boy might have gone 
back the next Sunday and the 
next and on and on until he 
would have learned a few Scrip- 
ture verses if nothing else. But 
there was the lack. There was 
the failure in that Sunday 
school. Who was to blame for 
that state of things I do not 
know. Probably it was the 
leaders of the church who did 
not take much interest in the 
Sunday school themselves. It 
might have been the superin- 
tendent because he did nothing 
to put life and enthusiasm in- 
to the school. Probably he did 
not know how, and if he had 
undertaken it he would have 
been called down by his superi- 
ors. 

But the one time going was 
worth something. Those mis- 
sionaries may never know what 
they did for that boy that morn- 
ing until they get to the judg- 
ment and have their reward 
measured out to them, but as 
it is said, “A kind word never 
dies,” and “bread cast upon the 
waters will return after many 
days,” the seed planted in that 
boy’s heart that morning broke 
open artep@ieapy years and he 
becanfe nday 
school LYS 
planned to 



























keep the boys as well as to get 
them at the first. 

There are activities of a mor- 
bid nature and there are activi- 
ties that take on the semblance 
of a more healthful, robust na- 
ture. The word morbid carries 
with it the thought of disease, 
slow, creeping about, no hurry, 
circulation of the blood not 
good, inactivity, lifeless, with- 
out energy, no enthusiasm, no 
courage and as is sometimes 
expressed, ‘nothing doing.” 
This state of affairs calls for 
help from others, nursing, care, 
and anxiety. A child that nev- 
er suns, or jumps, or plays, or 
laughs, causes his parents more 
or less anxiety. They are afraid 
he is sick and of course they 
want something done for him 
so that he may feel well and 
can run and play and laugh 
with the other children. And 
if he does not get more active 
very soon the common way 
among the people of the world 
is to have him examined by a 
physician and a remedy pre- 
scribed. Among our people 
they would resort to prayer. 
They want their child to be ac- 
tive. 

Contrast this morbid state 
with that of first rate health. 
Healthfulness is the normal 
state. This condition is what 
pleases the fond parents of the 
child. -They are overjoyed to 
see the little fellow ‘‘cut his lit- 
tle pranks” and laugh till he 
falls on the floor in a heap of 
joy and gladness. “He is all 
right,” they say. “Are not his 
cheeks rosy and beautiful? He 
is the very picture of health.” 
They are not uneasy about the 
child while he is active and 
playful like that. They feed 
him well and dress him up nice 
and neat and rejoice because he 
is in such a_ good state of 
health. Now just put two lit- 
tle fellows together—one sickly 
and pale and inactive, the other 
the very picture of health, rosy 
cheeks, robust, eyes sparkling, 
and you can’t keep him still. He 
is all the time on the move. 
After having considered and 
watched the two children you 
can better see the difference in 
two churches, one is morbid and 
dull, while the other is full of 
life and fire. 

Which of the two churches 
would you prefer to attend? 
Y’m sure you would prefer the 
one that is active and happy. 
You would not want to be a 
member of a sickly church any 
more than you want to be sick- 
ly yourself. What a pity to al- 
ways have to nurse a_ sickly 
child. But it is surely worse 
to always have to nurse a sick- 
ly church. Now we want all of 
the churches of God to be 
strong and healthy. We do not 
want any of them to be on the 
drag. If there are any that are 
sickly and on the decline in 
health they should be boosted 
up and made strong. Some may 
be more active than others, but 
all must be more or less active 
to be worthy of the name. A 
dead church is almost as bad as 
no church—may be worse. I am 
sure I would rather have no 
dog at all than a dead one ly- 
ing on the floor. 


A real pentecostai church is 
a live church. The members 
talk in tongues very often, their 
sick are healed by the power of 
God in answer to the prayer of 
faith and under the gifts of 
healings. They do not miss 
any of the regular services un- 
less kept away on account of 
circumstances beyond their 
control. The pastor is full of 
life and not only preaches on 
Sunday, but visits his members, 









and prays with and for them 
in their homes, hurries around 
to hunt up some outsiders whom 
he may influence to attend the 
Sunday school and meetings. 
Everything is on the move. 
Cloudy, damp, cold, snowy or 
bad weather on Sunday morn- 
ing does not keep the members 
at home, but they go to Sun- 
day school and meeting all 
kinds of weather. They pay 
their tithes and are liberal giv- 
ers besides. In fact, they are 
all on the move, fully deter- 
mined to do something to bring 
others in and get them saved. 
Just as well have a live, 
healthy church as one that is 
dull and sickly. It does not 
cost any more, and if a church 
is full of life and the power of 
God it is not so difficult to raise 
a little money to pay the ex- 
penses. The pastor had just 
as well be on time as to come 
in late. In fact, he should set 
the example and always be 
among the first at Sunday 
school and at the meetings 
ready to welcome the members 
and others as they come. A 
pastor that does) nothing but 
preach a few sermons is not a 
pastor. He may be a_ good 
preacher, but he is not a pastor. 


There is a tendency toward: 


calling a preacher a pastor who 
lives at a distance from his 


church and goes to his “ap-| 


pointment” every third Sunday 
or every second or fourth Sun- 
day. He goes on Saturday and 
preaches on Sunday and goes 
back home on Monday and that 
is the last of him for a month 
as far as that place is con- 
cerned. This may be the best 
the man can do, but if it is he 
should not be called a pastor 
but only a preacher. A true pas- 
tor stays with his flock and 
protects them from the wolves. 

Quite recently I received a 
letter telling about a man who 
had come to the neighborhood 
who was a preaching false doc- 
trine and leading some of the 
members astray. And the let- 
ter stated, “And our pastor is 
away, what shall we do?” I 
wanted to break out of my little 
sanctum, catch the first train 
and rush to the rescue, and run 
in between the precious flock 
and the wolf that was devour- 
ing them. I tell you, I could 
hardly stand it! There was that 
wolf in sheep’s_ clothing, 
just helping himself to the little 
lambs, and devouring some 
of the old sheep and the shep- 
herd no where to be found. I 
tell you, I could hardly stand it! 

Some of our brethren in 
New Mexico told me of a dog 
that would beat that. He went 
with the sheep to the pasture 
every day and remained with 
them and fought off the wolves 
and coyotes and kept the ea- 
gles from swooping down and 
carrying off the lambs. One 
day, to the surprise of the fam- 
ily, the dog came home about 
ten o’clock. He had never left 
the sheep like that before. But 
upon investigation they found 
that the sheep had been hurried 
off that morning before the dog 
got his breakfast, and he was 
faithful enough to be at his post 
of duty even if he had to go 
without breakfast. They gave 
him his lunch and as soon as he 
had eaten he was off in a run 
back to look after his sheep. 
This is like a good shepherd. 
He will stick to his sheep. But 
if for any cause he is forced 
away a little while he will get 
back as quickly as possible. And 
if it becomes necessary he will 
give his life for the sheep rather 
than see them harmed. He will 
mingle with them and see that 
everything is going on good. 
And if any should try to” wander 
off he is there to prevent it. A

10.)

Ques. Where do we find the an- 
nouncement of the finishing of the 
second woe? 

Ans. Chapter 11:14 says, “The sec- 
ond woe is past; and behold, the 
third woe cometh quickly,” which be- 
gins with the fifteenth verse. 

Ques. If the third woe is announced 
by the sounding of the seventh angel 
in the last part of chapter 11:15, what 
is the meaning of the first part of 
chapter eleven, also the tenth chapter 
which gives no description of a woe? 

Ans. Chapters ten and eleven go 
back to explain something that wasn’t 
mentioned while giving description 
of the plagues lest it should detract 
from the important showing of the 
terriblenéss of the seven trumpets etc. 
In other words, they go back and ex- 
plain something left off. 

Ques. At chapter 10, what did John 
say he saw? 

Ans. He said he saw another angel. 

Ques. What did he mean by saying 
another angel? 

Ans. He meant one different from 
the seven angels he had just been de- 
scribing. 

Ques. What is the description of 
this other angel? 

Ans. John said He was “clothed with 
a cloud; and a rainbow was upon his 
head, and his face was as it were the 
sun, and his feet as pillars of fire.” 
He also referred to Him as the mighty 
angel. Verse 1. 

Ques. To whom does the above de- 
scription seem to apply? 

Ans. It seems to apply to Jesus 
more than any other. 

Ques. How is Jesus coming? 

Ans. “Behold, he cometh with 
clouds.” Rev. 1:7; Acts 1:9. 

Ques. What of the glory of His 
face? 

Ans. John speaking of Jesus says, 
sun 
shineth in his strength.” Rev. 1:16. 

Ques. What does John say about 
Jesus’ feet? 

Ans. He says, “His feet were like 
fine brass flaming in a furnace.” Rev. 
1:15. Syriac. 

Ques. According to the above de- 
scription of Jesus, does it not cor- 
respond to the mighty angel of the 
text? 

Ans. I am_ persuaded _ that 
mighty angel is Jesus. 

Ques. What did John say of this 
mighty angel’s coming? 

Ans. He said he saw Him come 
down from heaven. The Syriac says,' 
“I saw another mighty angel, that de- 
scended from heaven.” The thought 
is, he saw the angel that had descend-: 
ed, not in the act of descending. 7 

Ques. When had this mighty angel 
previously descended? 

Ans. He had descended to mid-air 
at the rapture of the saints. 

Ques. What did John say this an- 
gel did that had descended? 

Ans. He said, “He set his right foot 
upon the sea, and his left foot on the 
earth.” 

Ans, At what time does this mighty 
angel (Jesus) do this? 

Ans. At the time he takes the book 
out of the hand of Him that sits up- 
on the throne? Chap. 5:5. 

Ques. Why would.Jesus place His 
foot upon the land and sea? 

Ans. This shows His authority and 
His coming to take possession of land 
and sea for the saints. This is what 
John was weeping for as_ recorded 
in chap. 5:4. 

Ques. After placing His foot on the 
land and sea, what does the mighty 
angel (Jesus) do? 

Ans. He cries with a loud voice as 
a lion roareth. 

Ques. What does Jeremiah say of 
the Lord roaring upon the _ inhabi- 
tants? 

Ans. The Lord shall roar from on 
high, and utter his voice from his 
holy habitation; he shall mightily 
roar upon his habitation, he shall give 
a shout, as they that tread the grapes, 
against al] the inhabitants of the earth. 
A noise shall come even to the ends 
of the earth.” Jer. 25:30, 31. 

Ques. What is the summary of the 
foregoing? 

Ans. John was weeping that none 
was found to open the book and give 
back to the saints their rightful in- 
heritance, but he was told to, “Weep 
not: behold, the Lion of the tribe of 
Juda (Jesus), *** hath prevailed to 
open the book, and to loose the seven 
seals thereof,” and thus return to the 
inhabitants their inheritance.

Ques. Were the thunder voices just 
ordinary thunder voices? 

Ans. No. They were intelligible ut- 
terances and John was about to write 
them down according as he had been 
previously ordered by Jesus Himself 
to write. Chap. 1:11. But now the 
message the thunders utter, He says, 
“Write them not.” John knew what 
it was. The saints will know at the 
rapture. 

Ques. What did the mighty angel

Ans. He lifted up His hand to heav- 
en “and sware *** that there should 
be time no longer,” showing that He 
was chief commander. 

Ques. We know that time con- 
tinues over one thousand years after 
this, what is meant by time no long- 
er? 

Ans. The revised version has it, 
“For time shall delay no longer.” 

Ques. What is meant by this ex- 
pression? 

Ans. It means that He will at once 
proceed with the acts and judgments 
of the tribulation. 

Ques. When did He say it would 
be finished? 

Ans. In the days of the voice of 
the seventh angel. Verse 7. 

Ques. What did the mighty angel 
have in His hand? 

Ans. He had a little book. Verse 2. 

Ques. What does a voiée from heav- 
en tell John to do? 

Ans. Take the little book and eat 
it up. , 

Ques. How will it affect John? 

Ans. In his mouth it should be 
Sweet as honey but in his belly it 
should be bitter. Verse 10.

I- have been meditating upon the 
present financial strain and how it 


has caused much thought § and 
comment, not only in the _ busi- 
ness part of the world but also 


in church affairs. The Church of 
God has not only been in a strain 
financially but all denominations. 
Many churches of different sects have 
been without pastors for many months 
for the lack of finance but I want to 
drop this hint that the Church of God 
has not suffered like some others. 
Do you say, Why so? I lay it to 
good organization and system of the 
church and especially the financial 
system. © 

At present, there is something over 
six thousand dollars going in each 
month to the general treasury. I 
think the report last year was seventy- 
two thousand for the year ending with 
the Assembly. The council thinks it 
will run to a hundred thousand this 
year under the present working, as 
you understand that the distribution is 
a little different, working on a sliding 
per cent. scale. Now the more tithes 
the church sends to the general treas- 
ury, the more the pastor will get. This 
seems to be more nearly satisfactory 
than any plan that we have fallen on 
yet. Why not the churches, pastors and 
deacons boost the tithes? They are 
greatly needed by the ministers, 

Some have said, “I do not like this 
present system because it has ar- 
ranged only for the minister where 
the strong church is.” I know that 
this does seem hardly fair to some. 
But this was the cry last year, strong 
churches saying, “We are sending up 
ample tithes for our pastor’s support 
and he isn’t getting but a small por- 
tion of it back; we do not feel like 
sending in so much tithes unless we 
can get our pastor supported.” 

At the elder’s council the question 
was, “What shall we do? If we con- 
tinue to divide it around as nearly 
equal as we can, the strong churches 
will quit sending in their tithes, then 
we will not have tithes for any.” Here 
is the decision, we must see that the 
pastor gets a good per cent. of ‘the 
tithes sent in from his church, then 
if there is a surplus left we can help 
the other ministers. : 

Brethren, let us reflect back a few 
years ago when qa few pastors re- 
ceived all the tithes that came into 
his church. Some of them had a 
“fat thing.” The tithes were monop- 
olized by a few churches and pastors. 
The other pastors of little weak 
churches had to, as the old saying, 
“root hog or die.” You remember, 
brethren, many have gone a_ whole 
year or perhaps two years under that 
system and did not get a cent of the 
tithes. They depended on offerings. 
Now under the present system no one 
pastor gets all the tithes that come to 
his church but only a per cent. of it 
and the surplus left in the treasury 
is used to help other preachers in the 
work. 

I will venture to Say that there isn’t 
an active minister in the whole work 
that hasn’t had his “finger in the pie,” 
the surplus fund. Though it has been 
small yet a small amount is much bet- 
ter than it was a few years ago be- 
fore the money went to the general 
treasury. I have said many times, 
“Tf the churches would tithe as they 
should their pastors would get a sup- 
port.” A church of ten families could 
support a pastor well, if each family 
would tithe. Each family has to live 
and if they would tithe, their pastor 
would live equally with them. I do 
not believe that a body of believers 
that has enough members to be or- 
ganized into a church should be hon- 
ored with the name Church of God 
unless they carry out the instructions 
of the Assembly on paying tithes. If 
every church would be faithful on 
this line the preachers wouldn’t have 
to throw up the pastorate and go to 
manual labor for the support of his 
family. 

I think the financial system a good 
one and if every pastor will fall in 
line and instruct his people in this 
he will get a better support. 

Let me say another word about the 
state overseers. You remember that 
Brother Tomlinson announced that 
every church stand by the overseer 
with a small offering each month. He 
acted on the advice of the council as 
they in session advised that the pas- 
tors should have the tithes. I do not 
know what the churches in general 
are doing on this line but I can speak 
for Florida, she hasn’t complied with 
this request. This offering, a small: 
amount each month, is not for me. 
I am pastoring a church that has 
come up in the last two months 
from $25.00 to about $100.00 with a 
small membership at that. Brother 
Self has been duly appointed as as- 
sistant overseer. He is traveling and 
visiting the churches in Florida. I 
think he received only about fourteen 
dollars last month. I do not believe 
that would pay his gas bill. Now, 
brethren, this shouldn’t be this way 
I know of some churches in Florida 
that are not in much strain finan- 
cially that could easily attend to this. 
Also let the churches on the Chatta- 
nooga district remember’ Brother 
Letsinger. 

Now if we would be ruler’ over 
many things let us be faithful in a 
few things.
